Niagara Region's new top 
bureaucrat could bring chang¬ 
es to the halls of regional 
headquarters, some of his 
regional council backers say. 

Councillors were largely 
optimistic about newly-ap¬ 
pointed chief administrative 
officer Harry Schlange, who 
will start the job Oct. 28.

council meeting, which ran 
21/2 hours. 

Niagara Falls Mayor Jim 
Diodati, also on the hiring 
committee, said Schlange 
arrived with "quite a large 
action plan in his first inter¬ 
view" and impressed council- 

"This is a deliberate agenda 
of what's going to move the 
Region forward. And I think 
we definitely need an about- 
face," Diodati said. 

He welcomed Schlange's 
belief the Region should sup¬ 
port the 12 Niagara munici¬ 
palities and called Schlange 
"an agent of change." 

Pelham Coun. Brian Baty 
said managing the Region 
will be a big job for Schlange, 
who is outgoing CAO of 
Loyalist Township, a munici¬ 
pality of 15,000 people with a 
seven-member council. 

"It's a case where (he's) 
extremely positive in his out¬ 
reach," Baty said. "Energetic, 
enthusiastic are words that 
come to mind in terms of his 
approach to things."

Less than a month ago, 
the Crystal Beach Bottling 
Company's operations 


went into full swing and 
have been producing 
loganberry syrup in mass 
quantities since.

’ "We’re pleased with the EQAO results 
as a snapshot of student achievement,” 
said Catholic board education director 
John Crocco. The board scored above the 
provincial average in all categories. 

Crocco pointed to "continued targeted 
priorities” over the year that focus on 
areas like learning to read and developing 
numeracy skills. 

‘It has resulted in the continued 
I improvement in six out of the six areas for 
primary and junior assessment," he said. 

Math results are proving an ongoing 
concern across many provincial school 
boards, with Grade 6 results sliding six 
percentage points overall in five years. 

Grade 6 results for math at the DSBN 
fell notably short, with 51% at or above 
the provincial standard, compared to an 
Ontario board average of 57%. For that 
board it represents a steady drop from 
62% seen in that grade in 2008-2009. 

It scored above the provincial average, 
however in four of six categories. 

Year-over-year gains for math were 
made only in the Catholic board’s Grade 6 
results, which was eight percentage points 
higher than the provincial average. 

"Overall, we’re very proud of the results,” 
said DSBN superintendent John Dickson. 
“There’s definitely an upward trend, par¬ 
ticularly with our literacy." 

Dickson said his board is tackling the 
math issue head on. Its Grade 3 math 
scores have remained relatively stable, 
and roughly at the provincial average over

"There is some work to be done in 
mathematics for sure," he said. 

Dickson said here, a number of efforts 
are at play, including a focus on math 
through a school Dreambox software pro¬ 
gram and the extension of a math 
"Homework Help” program.

"The alpaca is the oldest livestock, but 
not many people know about them," said 
Lynda Finbow, who along with her hus¬ 
band Glen, own Split Rock Farms.

WARTS 


hands and feet are harmless and most resolve on their own. However, they can 
are a couple of over-the-counter (OTC) i 


person to person. A common way of contracting the virus is by walking barefoot in public pools, showers etc. 

About 30% of warts clear spontaneously in six months and 65% to 78% clear in two years without any 
treatment. However, most people would like to resolve warts more quickly than this. Salicylic acid is a first line OTC 
option. This medicine slowly destroys virus-infected skin and may stimulate the immune response of the person 
infected through mild irritation, which in turn helps clear the infection. There are a number of salicylic products 
available. They range in concentration from 17% to 40%. A 40% product should be used for plantar warts. The use 
of salicylic acid on facial warts is not recommended because of a potential risk of hypo- and hyperpigmentation 
(skin discolouration). 

There is a bit of a regimen to follow with salicylic acid products. Before treatment the warts should be soaked in 
warm water for five minutes. Then, an emery board or pumice stone should be used to remove dead tissue. The 
salicylic acid treatment should then be applied. Treatment may need to be continued for up to 12 weeks. If the wart 
causes pain, patients can take acetaminophen or ibuprofen for the discomfort. Examples of OTC salicylic acid wart 
removal products include COMPOUND W, DR. SCHOLL'S C1EAR AWAY P1ANTAR and DU0FI1M WART REMOVER. 

Cryotherapy (freezing) is another common wart removal treatment. This causes irritation and tissue 
destruction so that the individual mounts an immune response against the virus. Doctors typically use liquid 
nitrogen which freezes tissues to -196"C. There are also home cryotherapy systems available. These contain 
dimethyl ether and propane (DMEP). Examples include DR. SCHOLL'S FREEZE AWAY WART REMOVER 
Or.COMPOUND W FREEZE OFF. Evidence shows DMEP and liquid nitrogen are fairly similar in efficacy. After 
application of cryotherapy a blister is formed under the wart. The frozen skin and wart falls off after about ten 
days and reveals newly formed skin underneath. It is recommended that OTC cryotherapy only be repeated three 
times usually in ten day intervals. 

The use of duct tape as a wart treatment has gained popularity. By putting duct tape over the wart they 
think the virus is deprived of oxygen which causes irritation and stimulates the immune response to the virus. 
Typical administration involves applying silver duct tape over the wart and removing a week later. Scrubbing the 
area with an emery board and leaving it open over night. Then reapplying duct tape. Silver duct tape has been 
shown to be more effective than clear duct tape, possibly because of the adhesive. 

There are also a number of prescription products that can be used for warts If OTC treatments are 
ineffective. Patients with diabetes should consult their physicians before beginning treatment for their warts. Also, 
genital warts must be treated by physicians and are not suitable for treatment with OTC methods. 

In general OTC wart treatments are effective, however, it may take several weeks for the wart to be 
removed. For proper selection of a treatment method come in and speak to your pharmacist.

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Transport rollover on Gilmore Rd punctures fuel tanks, causes spill 


Gilmore Rd. in Fort Erie 
was closed for almost two 
days after a truck, filled with 
40,000 litres of heating oil, 
rolled over and caused 
extensive damage to the 
roadway near Petit Rd. 

According to Niagara 
Regional Police, the tanker 
was turning right from Petit 
Rd. onto Gilmore Rd. near 
the Queen Elizabeth Way 
early Wednesday when It 
rolled onto its side. 

Two of the five large fuel 
compartments in the tanker 
were punctured causing the 
oil to spill onto the roadway. 

"The truck was severely 


damaged but we were able 
to contain approximately 
30,000 litres of the oil," said 
Fort Erie Fire Chief Larry 
Coplen. 

Of the 10,000 litres of oil 
that spilled on to the road¬ 
way, crews used catch basins 
and sand to absorb the liq¬ 
uid. 

Staff Sgt. Dave Hunter said 
crews from the Town of Fort 
Erie worked quickly to con¬ 
tain the spUl. 

"They acted very quickly 
and were able to stop it from 
spreading," Hunter said 

A second tanker truck was 
called in to pump the oil 


from the overturned trailer. 

"Although all responding 
agencies were quick to react, 
a special thanks to the Fort 
Erie Public Works 
Department for their quick 
action in transporting sand 
to the area for containment," 
Const. Derek Watson added. 

"The environmental 
impact would have been sig- 
nlflcandy greater if they had 
not taken action as soon as 
they did."

In the press release, Craitor was 
quoted as saying, “While it is never a 
good time to leave, after 10 very pro¬ 
ductive and rewarding years, now I 
need to put my health and family first.” 

Calls to Craitor’s cell phone and his 
home were not returned. 

“We’ve been very pleased and hon¬ 
oured to support Kim over the last 
number of years, but we can under¬ 
stand if he is feeling that it is his time to 
retire,” said Gansel. "Everybody reaches 
a point when they need to go and I’m 
sorry to lose him.
